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MRC Hopes ‘Open House’ Opens Eyes 
Marion Marine Resources Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

There is only so much one can glean from a 
PDF file, and so the revised plans for Marion’s proposed 
Marine Center to house the harbormaster and staff took 
on a dimension closer to real life on Saturday morning 
when Harbormaster Isaac Perry and Marine Resources 
Commission Chair Vin Malkoski conducted an informal 
meeting with interested citizens at Island Wharf. 

Suggested by Select Board member John 
Waterman, and billed as an Open House, those in 
attendance including MRC members Greg Houdelette, 
Toby Burr, Eiv Strand, Michael Moore, and Peter Borsari, 
gathered in the outdoor picnic-style area underneath the 
existing 15-foot square where Perry, Deputy Harbormaster 
Adam Murphy, and Assistant Harbormaster David 
Wilson perform their duties separated by plexiglass. 

Perry says the full-time staff gets used to the 
cramped quarters, but smiled when he recalled, “We 
ordered a pizza, but we had no place we could put it 
down.” 

The real challenge occurs when someone from 
the outside needs to conduct business, fill out forms, or 
log information. In such a case, one of the three full-time 
staffers must vacate his desk to accommodate the public. 
Administrative Assistant Donna Hemphill, meanwhile, 
works out of the Town House, and that says nothing of 
the half-dozen summer employees. 

Outside, Perry and Malkoski conducted a show- 
and-tell, walking to certain points in the parking lot to 
demonstrate for the sake of real-life perspective where 
exactly the footprint for the proposed Marine Center will 
rest.

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Perry, is the height, which in order to meet the 19-foot 
elevation requirement as established by FEMA, will reach 
close to the town’s 35-foot maximum allowed for new 
structures. The good news, Perry pointed out, is that from 
the harbor, a building at that height blends in with the 
horizon. 

Perry said it would take $1 million just to 
achieve the required elevation aspect of the $2.5 million 
project, which would be based on Seaport Economic 
Council grant funding and necessitating a $500,000 share 
generated by the town. 

“We need the grant money to do it, that’s the 
reality,” he told attendees. 

So far, Marion is approved for slightly more than 
$300,000 in a grant program that will continue in phases. 

In describing the current storage situation, 
Malkoski pointed to the lower floor and said, “We’re 
not supposed to have any permanent installations,” a 
situation he said the department is trying to get away 
from. 

Perry noted that the sale of the former town 
property at Atlantis Drive has further confined marine- 
related storage and said that the containers used by the 
Council on Aging will be replaced by permanent storage 
facilities at the Cushing Community Center, potentially 
making the containers available to the harbormaster. 

In the event of a storm, the plan now includes loading 
items onto a truck to be hauled away from the wharf. A 
container on site would shorten the steps. 

“There’s a lot of inefficiency that we’re trying 
to clean up,” said Perry, who estimates under ideal 
circumstances that a new facility would not be operational 
until late 2022 at the earliest. 

At the May 17 MRC meeting at the Music Hall, 
Borsari urged Perry and Deputy Harbormaster Adam 
Murphy to “make sure you are happy with (the new 
facility).... It’s your one and only opportunity for it. We 
need to do it right.” 

Perry estimated that 36 people attended Saturday 
morning’s May 15 information session at Island Wharf. 

Recapping the storage situation in his report, he

At Wings Cove, 28 people are on a waiting list 
for moorings with 25 moorings available, and Deputy 
Harbormaster Adam Murphy confirmed that there are 89 
people waiting for moorings.

Nelson, Henry Win Planning Board Seats 
Marion Town Election

Marion’s Planning Board took on a new look 
after the May 14 election saw Alanna Nelson and 
Jonathan Henry voted into two open seats vied for by five 
candidates, including incumbent Andrew Daniel. 

Henry and Nelson, representing the bookends of 
experience and new blood, garnered 241 and 245 votes 
respectively to outdistance Tucker Burr (213), Daniel (207), 
and Tom Friedman (107) in the town’s only contested 
race. There was one write-in vote and 116 ballots left 
blank. 

Asked if she felt more exhilaration or relief at the 
result, Nelson answered, “Gratitude, because I appreciate 
the confidence people had in me and I appreciate the way 
people have opened up.... I feel very grateful for all the 
time people put in, introduced me, sharing perspectives.” 

A former four-term selectman, Henry brings 
decades of experience in municipal government and 
readily admits he entered the race at the 11th hour out of 
concern that the seats might not be filled. Now he begins 
a three-year term on a board he had never served on until 
now. 
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“Tt was holding the Planning Board up, not 
getting that business done, so I said I’m not going to, you 
know, ‘Hottest place in hell is reserved for him who is idle 
in a crisis,’” said Henry, paraphrasing 12th century Italian 
poet Dante Alighieri. “I’m glad to do something.” 

For Nelson, the what-I-would-do thoughts of an 
outsider take on a whole new weight with the result and 
the experience of being sworn-in by Town Clerk Lissa 
Magauran. 

“T feel like I have a lot of homework to do over 
the weekend to make sure I can go to Monday and really 
be as on top of things,” said Nelson, referencing the 
scheduled May 17 Planning Board meeting. “That’s one 
of the things that I learned over this process; it’s kind 
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of like sailing. You can never do enough of it, you learn 
every time that you go out and, so, just like when you 
sail, you’re observant and you try to be ready for it. That’s 
kind of the way I’m going to approach the Planning 
Board. 

“It’s funny, the analogy, because it’s like one of 
those things you keep on learning, and maybe that’s why 
it appeals to me,” Nelson continued. “The winds are 
different every time, and you do your best to be prepared 
for it.” 

The infinite waters and wrinkles in cases 
presented require dedication and discipline and, at the 
same time, a mind unfettered by expectations. 

“And you need to remember where you're going; 
that’s the other part. You’ve got to stay focused on where 
you want to go,” said Nelson. “Fortunately, we’ve got 
some good guidance on that in terms of what’s been set 
up in the town so far, so we can follow that.” 

Motivated in part by potential property interests 
on a personal level, Nelson said she began attended 
Planning Board Zoom meetings in early January. “It’s 
helpful to know what are the topics that the town is 
looking for, so I’ve been lurking for a while,” she said. 

By all accounts, Friday’s turnout was a 
disappointment, numbering only 565 voters. Polls at the 
Cushing Community Center closed at 7:00 pm instead of 
the traditional 8:00 pm, and two bewildered would-be 
voters arrived during the aftermath only to learn of the 
truncated schedule. The Select Board had approved the 
change and the town had published the change. It was 
also a slow day for write-in votes, as a total of 24 were 
spread thinly across seven elections. 

With 494 votes, Select Board Chair Randy Parker 
ran unopposed and begins a new three-year term. The 
race saw six write-in votes and 65 ballots left blank, as 
were incumbents George “TJ” Walker (426 votes against 
four write-ins and 135 blank) to the Board of Assessors, 
Brad Gordon (470 votes against five write-ins and 90 
blank) as town moderator, and John Howard (431 votes 
against three write-ins and 131 blank) to the Board of 
Health. 

Marion School Committee incumbents Mary 
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Beauregard (414 votes), Michelle Smith (402), and April 
Rios (394) ran unopposed and were re-elected, Smith 

and Rios to three-year terms. Because Beauregard was 
appointed in the days following the 2020 election after 

a write-in winner declined the seat, her term will expire 

in 2023. According to Magauran, the appointment of an 
elected official expires at the end of the current term. Then 
that appointee would have to be elected for the next term. 
There were three write-ins in the 2021 race with 482 ballots 
left blank. 

Deborah Ewing (428 votes) will fill the seat vacated 
by Open Space Acquisition Committee Vice Chair Alan 
Harris, who chose not to run for re-election. There were 
two write-ins and 135 ballots left blank. 


Bauer Wins Select Board Race 
Mattapoisett Town Election

There were flowing tears of joy from Jodi Lynn 
Bauer and her campaign workers on May 18 as the election 
results were read by Mattapoisett Town Clerk Cathy 
Heuberger: Bauer with 1,154 votes and Nicole Demakis 
with 821. 

“I’m glad its over,” Bauer exclaimed while still 
wiping away tears. She said the last few months had 
been long, but she was delighted. And she made it clear 
that she wanted to be called a “selectman,” not a Select 
Board member because the title change was not officially 
accepted at the state level yet. The gender-neutral title 
passed at the May 10 Spring Town Meeting. 

Bauer said she is proud to have the opportunity to 
work with Select Board member Jordan Collyer and Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco and felt honored to be given 
the chance to do so. She said this election was unique for 
the number of people that came out to vote, something she 
said she had never witnessed before for a local election. 
Over 1,500 voters turned out in what Heuberger said was 
a steady stream all day. One voter slipped in with only 
seconds to spare. 

When asked, Bauer conceded that name 
recognition had most likely helped her win, along with 
owning a local barber shop with what she termed as 
“wonderful clientele.” She said she also believes that her 
many years of volunteering on a number of boards and 
committees added to the positive result. “I’ve always been 
involved, and I’ll continue to be involved,” she said. 

Bauer was asked how she felt as a mother, given 
her son Garrett Bauer was elected as the new highway 
surveyor with 1,148 votes to Gary Bowman’s 766. With 
tears once again welling in her eyes, she turned her 
thoughts to her own mother. She said she was eager to 
speak with her mother, who at 83 years old, held signs 
for her family members. “She must be thrilled to have 
lived long enough to see all our accomplishments,” Bauer 
beamed. Bauer’s mother, the former Mattapoisett town 
clerk for decades, Lois Ennis, was by their side all the way. 
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Bauer gave much credit for her election win to 
her dedicated campaign workers, hugging them after the 
elections results were declared. 

Other contested races were two seats on the 
Mattapoisett School Committee with James Muse keeping 
his with 1,178 votes and Tiffini Reedy taking an open seat 
with 877 votes. Elizabeth Sylvia received 1,170 votes for a 
seat on the Library Board of Trustees, as did William Osier 
with 983 votes. 

The single question on the ballot, Question 
One, asked voters allow the town to be exempt from the 
provisions of Proposition 2 %, an amount required to 
pay for the bond issued in order to pay costs associated 
with the 75-percent design needed for the Village Streets 
roadway project. Voters agreed with 1,057 ‘yes’ votes 
against 634 ‘no’ votes. 


Special Election Aiming at Late July 
Mattapoisett Select Board

With the untimely passing of Select Board 
member John DeCosta, Mattapoisett voters were asked to 
pick not one but two new Select Board members in 2021. 
While Jodi Lynn Bauer won the seat vacated by Paul Silva 
in the May 18 Town Election, a second special election is 
planned for a date in July yet to be finalized. 

The Town Clerk’s Office told The Wanderer that, 
before releasing firm dates associated with the — 
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election that will fill DeCosta’s unexpired term, the May 
18 election needed to be conducted and closed. Now 
that the May 18 election is in the books, the July special 
election will reset the process with new regulated filings. 

Select Board member Jordan Collyer said during 
the May 12 meeting that it is time to “get the wheels 
in motion” for the special election, given the timing 
involved in setting an election. Silva said that trying the 
conduct the town’s business with just two board members 
is difficult, thus the special election process needs to 
begin. 

A preliminary schedule was shared but has 
yet to be solidified. The draft was outlined as follows: 
Nomination papers available on May 21; last day 
to request papers June 4; last day to file nomination 
papers with the Board of Registrars June 8; last day for 
submitting nominations papers to the Town Clerk June 
22; last day to object or withdraw June 24; last day to 
register to vote in special town election July 7; last day to 
post warrant for special town election July 20; and polls 
open for special election on July 27 at Old Hammondtown 
School. Official days will be posted by the Town Clerk 
after May 18. 


Seniors Take Step toward Better Facility 
Marion Select Board

Not only will the Cushman Community Center 
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get anew walking path this year, it + will get anew pavilion 
provided the Council on Aging’s fundraising efforts are 
successful. Given the success the COA had raising the 
money to pay for a walking path, optimism is high. 

In a scheduled appointment with the Select 
Board during the latter’s May 18 meeting at the Music 
Hall, Harry Norweb and Dianne Cosman spoke for the 
Council on Aging in their effort to garner three distinct 
Select Board approvals related to a project that Norweb 
estimates will take three to five years to complete in two 
phases. 

The Select Board approved all three petitions, 
beginning with the formal approval of the 0.8-mile long, 
6-foot wide, asphalt walking path that will loop around 
the perimeter of the front area grounds between the 
building and Route 6. 

Norweb reported that three construction bids 
have been forwarded to McGrail since August 11, and all 
the funding necessary has been raised including $30,000 
in Community Preservation funds and $9,000 donated 
by friends of the Marion COA and friends of Marion 
Recreation. Norweb has produced a walking video and 
stated the COA’s goal is to have the path completed by 
the end of the calendar year. 

The second phase sought preliminary approval 
for construction of a pavilion inside the perimeter of the 
walking path. The pavilion would measure 36 feet by 26 
feet and would be used for presentations, entertainment, 
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family gatherings, and other events. To save money, the 
COA is planning on a prefabricated design, and Norweb 
said there will be no construction until funds have been Robbins Oil Burner Service 


raised and a formal approval given by the Select Board. 
“We need preliminary approval for good-faith fundraising Heating And Air Conditioning 
to begin,” he said. 

The third petition is the board’s authorization to 18 Nathaniel’s Way 
pay for general landscaping that will be delayed until the 
path and pavilion have been completed. The plan is based Rochester, Mass 02770 
on low to no maintenance, as plantings will grow tall to 508-209-1411/508-748-3935 
mitigate street noise. There will also be several benches 
located around the walking path. ; 

Norweb assured the board that the sewer line on Steve Robbins 
the site will in no way interfere with the construction of 
the path or pavilion. 

“At some point, we need to do something 24 Hour Emergency Service 
with the parking lot,” said Select Board member John 
Waterman. 

“The parking lot needs to be addressed,” agreed 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail. 

Two other appointments were scheduled. 


At the request of Recreation Director Scott 
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introduced to town officials. 

Several appointments were made to fill vacancies 
on boards, commissions, and committees. 

The Select Board appointed new DPW 
Director Nathaniel Munafo to represent Marion on the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District Commission 
and MRV Water Supply Protection Advisory Committee. 
Select Board member Randy Parker’s ongoing 
commitment to the MRV will be on a future Select Board 
agenda. 

Joan Gardner and Jessica Barrett were appointed 
to the Music Hall Advisory Committee, and Derek 
Krein was appointed to the Pathway Committee, as 
recommended by Chair John Rockwell. 

The Select Board voted to ratify a Memorandum 
of Understanding with the AFSCME Council 93, Local 30, 
approving a successfully completed contract negotiation 
with DPW employees. Asked about longevity pay in the 
new contract, McGrail explained that the town agreed 
to continue longevity pay in exchange for bi-weekly 
distribution of pay. “That’s going to save us a lot of 
money,” said McGrail, noting it is a two-year contract and 
that the DPW’s longevity pay now matches other unions 
under contract with the town. 

The May 31 Memorial Day Remembrance 
ceremony originally planned for Island Wharf will be 
held at Old Landing off Front Street. McGrail said Front 
Street will remain open under this scenario. 
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The board approved Tabor Academy’s request for 
Front Street closure between Ryder and Cottage streets for 
graduation on Friday, June 4, from 10:00 am to 11:30 am. 

The board approved a motion to recognize the 
Juneteenth state holiday honoring the struggle with and 
emancipation from slavery. The holiday will be held on 
Friday, June 18. 

Also approved were the annual water restrictions 
from June 15 to September 15, without which the town 
would risk noncompliance for its water withdrawal 
permit. 

The Select Board will meet five times between 
Memorial Day and Labor Day, as the board approved 
a schedule for June 1, June 22, July 13, August 3, and 
August 24. All meetings will be held at 6:00 pm at the 
Music Hall. A Water /Sewer Commissioners meeting has 
not been scheduled. 

While Parker ran unopposed in the May 14 
Town Election and retained his seat on the Select Board 
by a landslide, he will no longer be chairperson. That 
role was transferred to Norm Hills during a scheduled 
reorganization of the board. Waterman will serve as vice 
chair and Parker as clerk. 

The new arrangement led to some unscheduled 
laughs at the conclusion of the meeting when Parker said, 
“T hear a motion to adjourn.” Corrected, Parker wound up 
making the motion instead. 

The next meeting of the Select Board will be a 
special meeting on Zoom only to be held Wednesday, May 
26, at 4:00 pm via Zoom for the purpose of discussion and 
a vote on water rates. 


Master Plan Will Not Be Rushed 
Rochester Board of Selectmen

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar told the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen during its May 17 meeting 
that the town has been approved for a Master Plan study. 
The full application is due on June 4. 

While it is considered logistically impossible to 
complete a Master Plan for the town in time to meet the 
seven-month window that ends with the June 30 grant 
deadline, a feasibility study is the short-term goal and an 
overall plan to be addressed in phases. 

“If we chose to do it all at once, we would have to 
look at other funding sources,” said Szyndlar, reporting a 
cost of approximately $90,000. 

After discussing the Master Plan with Eric 
Arbeene of the Southeastern Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD), 
Szyndlar described it as a 10 to 15-year outlook that 
would be established with SRPEDD acting much 
like an administrative assistant, conducting outreach 
including meetings with the Planning Board and the 
Board of Selectmen. SRPEDD would create a website 
so townspeople can view Master Plan surveys, price 
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proposals, and attend workshops. 

“Planning has to have some input,” said 
Selectman Woody Hartley, who is in favor of the town 
pursuing its Master Plan on a chapter-by-chapter basis. 
“Mattapoisett is going through the process right now.... 
They’re having some really good discussions.” 

Selectman Brad Morse noted that 15 years ago 
before social media’s emergence, such meetings were 
conducted at the church. 

“A lot has changed,” said Hartley. “Planning 
Board has to direct this because it’s their call.” 

Hartley said he would like to see a group meeting 
including outgoing Town Planner Steve Starrett, outgoing 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, and the Planning 
Board. 





Szyndlar said the feasibility study is more 
important, and Hartley agreed it would be the right place 
to focus. Citing key personnel transition, Szyndlar said, 
“Sometimes a pause is the most prudent thing.... There’s 
going to be a learning curve.” 

In her Town Administrators Report, Szyndlar told 
the selectmen she received an email from Old Rochester 
Regional Superintendent Mike Nelson notifying the town 
that ORR will be going into negotiations with Rochester 
Memorial School support staff and asking if a Rochester 
selectman would like to be part of ORR’s negotiation 
team. 

Morse will fill the role. “It does fall right along 
with a lot of the things that we’re discussing,” he said. 

Last year’s was a one-year contract, so the sides 
are back at the table. 

The selectmen voted to approved two 
appointments, that of Eric Poulin as the new Council 
on Aging director and Christopher Gerrior as the new 
Veterans Services director taking the place of the retiring 
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Barry Denham. 

Morse recommended that, given the history of 
overlap between the Senior Center and veterans services, 
the two new appointees should get together. “We’ve had 
a history of having veteran involvement in the Senior 
Center,” said Hartley, noting his agreement. 

The selectmen also voted to accept Christina 
White’s letter of resignation from the Agricultural 
Commission. Morse motioned that the selectmen send her 
a letter of thanks. 

There are three openings now on the Agricultural 
Commission. Hartley said the membership has never 
exceeded five. “[We’re] back down to four, so we’re 
back on the edge,” said Hartley, offering a public plea. 
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“So, please, if you’re a farmer in town... think about 
joining the Agricultural Commission. They’re very 
active in town.... They’re very interested in doing things. 
Send a letter to Suzanne. We would love to have a full 
commission.” 

Under correspondence, the selectmen voted to 
officially reject on behalf of the town’s Board of Assessors 
the Provision of General Law Chapter 59 Section 
2D. “This is basically housekeeping,” said Szyndlar, 
explaining it as a vote to reject a supplemental tax 
assessment. “Supplemental billing is not necessary.” 

A mobile COVID-19 vaccine unit will be 
distributing the Pfizer vaccine on Wednesday, May 26, 
from 8:00 am to 6:00 pm at the Senior Center. May 26 is 
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also the day of the Town Election, which also takes place 
at the COA, but Szyndlar told the selectmen the mobile 
vaccine unit will do its distribution outside and will not 
interfere with election traffic. 

The vaccine will be available to anyone age 12 
and older with no appointment necessary. The prescribed 
second dose would be distributed three weeks later. 

A separate COVID-19 first-dose vaccine 
distribution will be held on Saturday, June 5, at Plumb 
Corner, also outside. It will also be available to ages 12 
and older with no appointment necessary. 

“We're hoping for at least 50 people,” said Board 
of Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey notified the selectmen 
of a complication in the governor’s press release 
anticipating an end to the state of emergency effective 
June 15. Bailey is seeking clarification as the end of a state 
of emergency would end all exemptions from state Open 
Meeting Law. That would render public meetings held via 
Zoom unlawful. 

Rochester’s Planning Board will has already 
announced it will henceforth meet at Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. Bailey said the matter 
is left up to each individual board, depending on how the 
state legislature writes the law. 

Rochester’s Annual Town Meeting will be held 
on Monday, May 24, at 7:00 pm at Rochester Memorial 
School, and the Board of Selectmen’s next regular meeting 
is scheduled for Monday, June 7, at 6:00 pm. 


ZBA Gives Boost to Aging in Place

The ZBA Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
awarded special permits to two applicants for residential 
expansion during its May 13 meeting. 

In Case No. 784, the ZBA heard a special permit 
application from Nicole Gotthold, filed under Section 
230-8.6 of the zoning bylaw to allow construction of a 900 
square-foot apartment for her parents to live with her at 
her 39 Ryder Lane address.

Alternate board member Dana Nilson asked 
Marion Building Commissioner Scott Shippey if the plan WW W.ARTISANBAKESHOP.COM 


meets the requirements of the building code, and Shippey 
confirmed it to be the plan of record. “If she was doing 
some sitework (expanding the footprint of the existing 
structure), it would be another story,” explained Shippey. 

Hoffer pointed out that the bylaws allow for one 
accessory apartment not exceeding 1,200 square feet and 
not significantly altering the appearance. 

Nilson estimates that, as submitted, the apartment 
will result in 1,436 square feet. Gotthold acknowledged 
that a pool room will factor to that total square footage, 
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Will Tifft, who was recently upgraded by the 
Select Board to full-member status with the ZBA, asked 
if approval of the project would open the door to any 
further extensions. Shippey said any further extension 
would need to go through the same process. 

Admitting concern with expansion from five 
bedrooms on the site to six and the potential impact on 
sewer infiltration /inflow (I/I), Shippey noted that four 
bedrooms are allowed by right and recommended the 
Department of Public Works be petitioned for approval. 

The board voted to issue the special permit 
pending DPW approval. 

In a similar case (No. 785), Antoinette Russell and 
Louis Bailey of 63 Pleasant Street applied for a special 
permit under Section 230-6.1c of the zoning bylaw to 
allow a second-floor addition, expanding the volume of 
their non-conforming village house while not expanding 
the footprint. 

Representing the applicant, architect Will 
Saltonstall, a member of the Planning Board, explained 
that the village home has been around a long time and 
is not compliant with the side yard setback requirement. 
“As a result of that, in order to expand the house 
vertically, we understand from Mr. Shippey that we have 
to request a special permit to extend this existing, non- 
conformity. In other words, we’re not making it any closer 
to the property line, but we’re just extending the non- 
conformity vertically,” said Saltonstall. 

The proposed addition measuring 297 square feet 
will allow construction of what Saltonstall called a modest 
master bedroom and bath that will be connected to the 
second floor of the existing house. Construction will add a 
bathroom but will technically only expand a bedroom. 

The house is hooked into town sewer, and 
Saltonstall said the architectural style is consistent with 
structures in the village area. 

Dr. John A. Conway, an abutter, spoke in support 
of the project, saying it will make the home more 
attractive and more valuable. 

Shippey clarified that, once construction is 
complete, the former location of the bedroom cannot go 
back to functioning as a bedroom because it would violate 
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the building code prohibiting a bedroom leading to a 
bedroom. 

In other business, Callow recognized former 
member Jim Ryba’s service to the ZBA with a letter sent 
from the Select Board. 

Shippey noted that former Town Counsel Barbara 
Carbone has accepted a job on Cape Cod serving another 
town as town counsel and town planner. Shippey said he 
would like to conduct more training sessions for Marion 
boards. 

The next meeting of the Marion ZBA is scheduled 
for Thursday, June 10, at 7:00 pm., at which time the 
Heron Cove development will be on the agenda. 


ZBA First, Then Planning Board for Event Property 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals picked 
up on May 13 where it left off at its last meeting, but this 
time with the experience of a site visit to 0 Mendell Road 
for its deliberation of Laurie Whitney-Lawrence’s Special 
Permit application. 

Whitney-Lawrence wants permission to host 
large-scale events such as weddings and large catered 
gatherings at the bucolic setting of her sprawling 
property, and upon approval by the ZBA must go before 
the Planning Board for a site plan review. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said his role was 
to ensure the smoothest possible path for Whitney- 
Lawrence, who already has several events planned for the 
summer, including a wedding in early June. The ZBA’s 
concern was avoiding any conflicts between its authority 
to issue a Special Permit for the use of the property as 
an event venue and the Planning Board’s authority to 
regulate the site for such a use. 

Bailey assured the board that the correct order 
of operations would be for Whitney-Lawrence to go 
before the ZBA first for approval of the use and then the 
Planning Board, alleviating prior concerns. 

“Tt wouldn’t make sense to go to the Planning 
Board [for a site plan review] first,” said Bailey. The ZBA 
should first allow the use before the Planning Board acts 
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to oversee the aspects of traffic, parking, lighting, hours of 
operation and signage among other things, some of which 
require an engineer. 

“Tf this board at the end of the day wasn’t going 
to give them permission to use the property for the use 
specified,” Bailey said, why make Whitney-Lawrence go 
through the bother of a site plan review first? 

ZBA Chairman David Arancio displayed some 
photos from the May 11 site visit of the property’s 
walkways, gazebo, tent area and designated lawn 
parking. ZBA member Richard Cutler asked for abutters 
and members of the public to chime in, but there weren’t 
any remotely present via Zoom this time around. 

The board then spent close to an hour discussing 
possible conditions for approval, including making the 
Special Permit non-transferable, setting event hours 
to no earlier than 9:00 am and no later than 10:30 pm 
for music or live entertainment, limiting guests to 240, 
which Whitney-Lawrence suggested as a maximum, and 
possibly to no more than three or four large wedding- 
scale events per month. 

Whitney-Lawrence was amenable to all of the 
conditions the board proposed that evening, saying that 
she only hosts one wedding-size event on any given 
weekend anyway, with fewer than 240 guests. 

When the topic of noise regulation arose, Bailey 
reminded the board that it would be futile to impose any 
strict restrictions beyond a timeframe for music or live 
entertainment. 

“Other than that, they are actually free to do 
whatever they want from a noise standpoint; anybody 
is, with few exceptions, because ... we don’t have a noise 
bylaw (in Rochester).” 

The board agreed to allow Bailey to draft 
a decision for its May 27 meeting; however, in the 
meantime, as Whitney-Lawrence approaches the likely 
two-month long process before the Planning Board, the 
ZBA will include in its conditions language allowing 
for some specific event dates that Whitney-Lawrence 
will provide Bailey so that she can move ahead with her 
schedule. 

The board will be able to monitor the goings 
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on at the business because the Board of Health will be 
overseeing food safety for catered events, and the town 
must issue permission for events that will be serving 
alcohol. 

Town Planner Steve Starrett gave an overview 
of the Planning Board timeline and said that Whitney- 
Lawrence could be meeting with him and Planning Board 
Chairman Arnie Johnson the next week for a technical 
review meeting and then the following week with the 
Planning Board for an informal discussion. 

The hearing was continued until Thursday, May 
27, at 7:00 pm, the date and time of the next meeting of 
the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals. 


Board of Health Agent Resigns 
Mattapoisett Board of Health

Just as COVID-19 began to rear its ugly head in 
late 2019 out on the west coast, Kayla Davis was hired 
as the Mattapoisett Board of Health agent. Now she 
has taken a new position with the Town of Middleboro, 
according to a follow-up conversation with Board of 
Health Chairman Carmelo Nicolosi on May 12. Davis’ last 
day of employment in Mattapoisett was May 14. 

The May 12 meeting of the BOH was fraught 
with technical difficulties when two transposed digits 
in the Zoom meeting code number disabled the login 
process; the login problem was resolved, but public access 
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abruptly ended at the 60-minute mark when the meeting 
shut down. 

During a brief follow-up discussion with 
Nicolosi, he disclosed that Davis had given her notice 
after accepting an offer from Middleboro. “We have 
already begun reaching out to candidates that applied 
when she did (resign),” he said, calling many of those 
candidates “really good.” 

Nicolosi also said that in the interim, he has 
reached out to neighboring communities to secure short- 
term assistance. He said that health agents are becoming 
rare, but he feels confident that departmental matters will 
continue to be effectively handled. 

In the abbreviated time the meeting platform was 
operational, the board members met with Public Health 
Nurse Emily Field and Lions Club member Bob Saunders 
to discuss the annual Harbor Days fundraiser. 

Saunders said that the vendor booths would 
be placed within a reduced footprint and that social 
distancing would be kept in mind. He also said that the 
club has discussed keeping food separate from retail tents 
and even doing a grab-and-go style food service. 

Field aired her concern that she doesn’t want the 
event to become a “super-spreader” and reminded all 
once again, “The virus isn’t sick of us.” 

The issue of capacity at Shipyard Park came 
into play, as Saunders and Field along with the board 
members continued to discuss how to implement safety 
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measures. Saunders estimated that in prior year as many 
as 10,000 people may have visited over the event’s seven 
days. Field intimated that contact tracing would be 
impossible in the event the venue triggered a spread of 
the virus. “There is still transmission going on,” she said. 
Field agreed that the state guidelines are fluid and subject 
to changes. She also pointed out that the event will impact 
more than just Shipyard Park, it will impact the entire 
village area. 

Saunders said that the event is already down 
14 vendors and that reduction impacts the revenue 
generated. “We support to a lot of local charities,” he said. 

Nicolosi confirmed that Saunders would be 
invited back to their next meeting to finalize plans. 
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Field also reported that she has been working 
very closely with schools, which have seen an uptick 
in symptoms, and cases of household spread are still 
common. She was encouraged that children can now 
receive vaccines and has discussed the possibility of 
running a clinic at Old Rochester Regional High School. 
Children as young as 12 can now pre-register, she said. 

Continued until May 26 were public hearings for 
variances to septic systems planned for property owned 
by Howard Chadwick at 9 Fairfield Avenue, property 
owned by Stephen Napolitano at 14 Brandt Island Road, 
property owned by Robert Malm at 3 Aucoot Road, and 
lot 57 Brandt Island Road owned by Ralph Cotellesso. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Health is scheduled for Wednesday, May 26, at 10:00 am. 


Complicated Site Plan for Randall Lane, LLC 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Eric Las of Beals and Thomas Inc. came before 
the May 17 meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
to bring the board up to date on the massive 78-acre, 
20,000-panel, 7.7-megawatt solar array planned for a 
wooded area off Randall Lane. 

Las complained that communications from the 
peer review consultant BETA Engineering was not being 
passed along to his office in a timely manner, and he 
also questioned what he said were costly fees paid by 
his client for BETA’s services. Las said that some 65 peer 
review comments were still being reviewed, but that some 
site plan revisions had been completed, including pulling 
one corner of the array away from wetlands. He said that 
National Heritage is “on board” with site plan revisions. 
He said a PILOT (payment in lieu of taxes) agreement is 
in the beginning stages of being drafted. 

Lengthy discussions ensued on a variety of site- 
related concerns brought forward by board members 
such as protection of wetlands associated with the herring 
run, but the majority of the discussion centered around 
technical aspects of written documents posed by member 
Janice Robbins. 

Robbins questioned how the project could be 
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permitted before a complete survey was done and that 
there was no existing frontage for the landlocked site, 
suggesting an endorsement by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals might be helpful. She also advised the Beals and 
Thomas team members that, at the recent Town Meeting, 
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review consultants Field Engineering, that sum is now 
closer to $62,000. Of those line items, McGreen said the 
majority belong to the homeowners’ association, not the 
developers. 

Shaking her head, Robbins said, “I am not 
agreeing to any sale without a bond!” She went on to 
say that the agreement struck years ago with Omega 
Financial, a company of which one of the developers 
was also a trustee, was not a bond or surety against 
work not being completed. “We have a long and difficult 
history with this subdivision,” she said, noting numerous 
occasions when the developers neglected to meet with the 
board and that, moving forward, a cash surety is the only 
form of insurance that she is willing to accept. She also 
vigorously noted that for the last three years the Omega 
agreement has been in default. 

McGreen responded with equal vigor, saying, 
“My client isn’t going to put up cash.” He said that the 
board had leverage in the form of holding up building 
permits if work remains incomplete. He said he would 
discuss the matter with his client and return at a later 
date. 

Earlier in the proceedings, the board met with 
Ryan Correia to discuss an existing stone wall along 
scenic roadway Crystal Springs Roads. He said he had 
buyers for three lots, which would require at least two 
penetrations of the existing stone wall. Mike Gagne, 
Planning Board administrator, said that in discussion with 
Correia he was aware of the restrictions on the stone wall 
and had no plans to remove it in its entirety. 

An Approval Not Required Form A submitted 
by David Monteiro caused some pushback from Robbins, 
who questioned if the property owners have the right 
to reconfigure the two lots in question located at 35 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. Represented by Matt Leone of 
Schneider, Davignon, & Leone, Inc., the plan was to create 
a smaller lot A and a homestead lot B. But Robbins asked 
if the properties were in common ownership and, if so, 
they were merged; separation would not require frontage, 
which neither lot seems to have. 

Leone said that he had conferred with the 
Building Department was assured that what was planned 
was permittable and grandfathered before zoning bylaws 
were implemented. Robbins said, “If they had been 
in separate ownership or built on, then they would be 
grandfathered, but now they can’t meet current frontage.” 

Robbins suggested that Monteiro discuss frontage 
on the private way abutting the properties to the north. 
The application was continued until June 7. 

There was also some lively discourse when the 
board members discussed next steps in implementing 
Planning Board oversight based on newly adopted FEMA 
bylaws. 

Robbins said the board needs to develop a form 
and checklist as advised by FEMA in which the board 
would ensure that any type of modifications to property 
from the installation of a fence to the building of a home, 
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work taking place in the revised FEMA flood plain 
mapping, meets FEMA regulations. 

Douglas Schneider spoke up, saying that he 
believes projects already received sufficient oversight 
through the Conservation Commission hearing process 
and that the Building Department assured that FEMA 
regulations are being met. He contended that this new 
layer of governance amounts to a duplication that would 
end up costing property owners money and time. 

Robbins said he was misunderstanding the role 
of the Planning Board in this matter, that the state had 
mandated that another governing body other than the 
Conservation Commission or the Building Department 
would perform flood plain oversight. She said, “You 
may object as a citizen; the debate is interesting, but that 
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doesn’t get us anywhere.” The board will review form 
drafts in the coming weeks in an effort to be in front of the 
July 26 bylaw implementation date. 

Member Karen Field again brought up the subject 
of stone walls, saying language needs to be amended in 
the special residential development rules and regulations 
to protect and or conserve existing stone walls. All were in 
agreement. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, June 7, at 7:00 pm. 


Definitions Confine Project’s Scope 
Marion Conservation Commission

John and Cynthia Paliotta filed a Notice of Intent 
with the Marion Conservation Commission for a land 
management plan at 119 Converse Road. 

While the Paliottas propose eradication of 
invasive plants and restoration and enhancement of 
existing native plant communities, a welcome kind 
of project in almost any context, this case become 
complicated after the applicants filed their petition as an 
Ecological Restoration Project. 

The project also seeks to create a sustainable, 
long-term vista corridor to Sippican Harbor from the 
existing residence and to create a vertically diverse native 
woodland plant community. 

Conservation Commission Chair Shaun Walsh 
told the representatives that an ERP gets an order of 
conditions (general permit), but this NOI does not fall into 
that categorization. 

“In order to be a limited project, you have to 
be an ERP,” said Walsh, giving examples such as taking 
down a dam, daylighting a stream, reversing things that 
civilization has done that altered a previously natural 
landscape. “I don’t see that here. This is a site that 
absolutely has some non-native species than I think can 
and should be eradicated and managed.... Even though, 
in my opinion, this does not meet the criteria for an ERP 
limited project, it does not mean that some of this work 
may not be permittable.” 

Walsh said residents with phragmites are 
encouraged to file with the commission for an eradication 
program. 

Mark Manganello, assistant director of Ecological 
Services at LEC Environmental, told ConCom that the 
ERP criteria consists of a very long checklist, some of 
which he believes qualify as key items in the project. 

He also asserted that the area exceeds a threshold that 
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requires the activity to be pursued as an ERP. 

Walsh suggests reducing the scope of the project 
and filing it as a regular project. 

“We see some benefits to this plan,” said 
Walsh, who was supported by multiple members of the 
commission who reviewed the case themselves before 
coming to the meeting. 

Noting that Marion stands along in the region 
as the only town lacking a conservation agent, Walsh 
said Chapter 4 Section 53G allows the Conservation 
Commission to hire an environmental consultant to assist 
in its review of complicated projects, the cost to be funded 
by the applicant. 

After substantial discussion pertaining to 
the applicants’ rights including coming back with a 
strengthened argument for the NOI as submitted, Walsh 
and the board discussed options. He said the NOI 
could be amended to a Form 3 NOI rather than refiled 
altogether and not necessarily lose a step. Nor does it OIE 
need to be filed as multiple NOIs. bani) 

In keeping with Marion’s rules on remote access 
public hearings, the case was continued to Wednesday, 2 Island Wharf Road sepa MA 02738 
May 26, at 7:00 pm. 

ConCom issued an Order of Conditions to 
applicants William and Elizabeth Weber for the float 
improvement plans at 21 East Avenue. The commission 
approved representative Dave Davignon’s May 5 revision 
and conditioned the project, including alteration of six 
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piles under the ocean with the stipulation that the float 
legs be removed upon installation of the piles, along with 
the usage of non-petroleum-based oils. 

The commission also issued a negative 
determination of applicability to Kyle Prien for 
construction of his shed at 19 Giffords Corner Road. 

The Marion Department of Public Works filed 
a Request for Determination of Applicability for road 
improvements, including the full length of School Street 
and Parlowtown Road, portions of Water Street (Allen to 
South Street), Holmes Street (Pleasant to Water Street), 
and a small portion of pavement at 361 Front Street. 

In keeping with Marion’s rules on remote access 
public hearings, the case was continued to Wednesday, 
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May 26, at 7:00 pm and will be heard before the 
continuance of the more complicated Paliotta case. 

The Kittansett Club withdrew its Notice of 
Intent without prejudice rather than request further 
continuances to the case for expansion of its parking area. 
The case was continued from February 10. 

“We expect there will be a new Notice of 
Intent file at some point,” said Walsh, referencing 
communication with the engineer representing Kittansett 
indicating further consideration is being given to the golf 
club’s plan. 

Continued from April 28, Sippican Lands Trust 
requested a continuance of its RDA to Wednesday, May 
26, at 7:00 pm while working on a requested survey of the 
property line that could affect relocation of a portion of 
the Osprey Marsh boardwalk off Point Road. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation

Brandt Island Road Projects Receive Conditions 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Two lots on Brandt Island Road have been 
through their paces and may finally be moving towards 
the construction phase after receiving conditions at 
the May 12 meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission. 

Two separate Notice of Intent filings, one by 
Ralph Cortellesso and one by Stephen Napolitano for 
adjoining properties located on Brandt Island Road, were 
represented by David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon, 
& Leone, LLC. During previous meetings and again on 
this night, Davignon had presented the projects, two 
residential homes including details of intricate stormwater 
drainage systems. Where applicable, that included turtle 
protection planning and wetland replication areas. 

Specific to the Cortellesso property, Davignon 
said that LEC Environmental would prepare the necessary 
turtle protection plan and that, due to slight increases 
in disturbance to the jurisdictional areas on the site, the 
replication area would increase as well. 
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Along with standard special conditions issued by 
the commission, Cortellesso will be required to prepare 
a two-year replication study and formal turtle protection 
planning, while the Napolitano property was issued 
standard special conditions. 

Another project that had seen in-depth oversight 
was once again continued after it was determined that a 
revised plan of record would be required. The Notice of 
Intent filing for property opened by Steve Goulston, 27 
Nashawena Road, was reopened with Spencer Lynds of 
Prime Engineering representing Goulston. 

Davignon was invited into the meeting as the 
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Old Rochester Regional High School dedicated its music room 
on Tuesday in honor of the late Nolan Gibbons, an ORR student 
who passed away last year at age 15. Gibbons was a gifted 
composer, singer, and musician who played several instruments 
and was well known for his voice and stage presence. His 
resume of accomplishments included winning New England’s 
Got Talent in 2017 and a recording with Acapop! KIDS that 
drew 35,000,000 views on YouTube. Gibbons also appeared on 
the Kelly Clarkson Show. Several people spoke about him during 
a memorial event in the ORR auditorium, including Sophomore 
Class President Gabby Berg, Vice President Kathleen Dunn, 
and friends Eddie Gonet, Storm Lanzoni, and Drew MacGregor, 
along with former Showstoppers Director Kelly Zucco and 
ORR Choral Director Mike Barnicle. A video played of the 
Acapella Academy performing “You Will Be Found,” a song 
Nolan wrote, followed by the academy’s announcement of a 

new scholarship dedicated in Nolan’s name. Warren and Sheila 
Gibbons, Nolan’s parents, were the first to see the unveiling of 
the plaque outside the Music Room. Photos by Mick Colageo 
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representative for several abutters who had requested 
certain on-site considerations such as stormwater 
management systems that would ensure no increase 

in drainage outside Goulston’s property and height 
limitations in line with existing bylaws. After some 
discussion in which Davignon asked that an overflow pipe 
be removed from the plan, the filing was continued until 
May 24. 

Receiving approval was an Abbreviated Notice 
of Resource Area Delineation filed by Gerald Randall, 0 
Route 195, 0 Fairhaven line at the northern boundary. The 
applicant had funded an independent wetland specialist 
to confirm wetland boundaries and make any adjustments 
needed after completing site review. Brian Fanuef of LEC 
Environmental displayed noticeable joy at having had the 
pleasure of performing this work. “It’s a wetland’s core 
habitat,” he said, describing massive sections of sphagnum 
moss, a clear wetlands indicator, and stands of old growth 
trees. “This was not a delineation for beginners.” 

An After the Fact Request for Determination 
of Applicability filed by Robert Humphrey, 76 Aucoot 
Road, prompted Chairman Mike King to ask Humphrey’s 
representative, Robert Field of Field Engineering, “How 
did the town find out about this?” Field was unsure how 
an unpermitted shed had been discovered by officials, 
but he said a building permit would be sought after the 
Conservation Commission’s review. The filing received a 
negative determination, clearing the way for Humphrey to 
seek a building permit. 

Receiving approval for an Amended Notice of 
Intent was a filing by Jesse Davidson, 22 Pine Island Road, 
for the construction of a 10-foot by 10-foot shed and other 
landscape features. 

Continued until May 24 was a Notice of Intent 
filing by Stephen Baptista, 6 Perkins Lane, for the 
construction of a 12-foot by 4-foot addition to an existing 
home. All agreed the trees should be cut down for safety’s 
sake but left where they fall for nature’s sake. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Monday, May 24, at 6:30 pm. 


Railroad Easements May Be Sticking Point 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Study/Bike Pedestrian committees

During the May 12 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path Study Committee, Chairman Steve Kelleher said 
that a 1997 Town Meeting article that was passed by the 
voters was never effectively acted upon by the then seated 
Board of Selectmen. 
Appraisal of the railroad easement along Fairhaven 
Road to North Street had never been completed. The 
committee is in the early stages of planning Phase 2a, a 
section of the recreational pathway that would bring it 
from Railroad Avenue across Route 6 and then onto North 
Street. But in the absence of completion of the easement 
processes that could lead to the town’s ability to utilize 
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them, progress has slowed. 

In a follow-up with Mike Gagne, former town 
administrator and current Planning Board administrator, 
he discussed the nuances of the situation. 

“An order of taking was never executed,” Gagne 
began. He said that research into existing documents in 
the matter failed to turn up anything about this necessary 
first step. “The article was written with the language ‘by 
purchase or by eminent domain,’ but an appraisal was 
never done,” he explained. Gagne said appraisals are 
needed as is a review of any encumbrances that may exist 
on the property in question. “Are there owners? Did the 
railroad easement lapse back to the owners?” This is part 
of what must be resolved now, he said. 

Gagne said that funding obtained and passed at 
Town Meeting from the Community Preservation Act for 
bike path matters could be used to pay for appraisals and 
document research. “We’d have to do another order of 
taking, we’d have the appraisals, and the (Select) board 
could bring it back to a future town meeting.” He added 
that affected property owners have the right to appeal 
land takings in Land Court if they believe their damages 
are more than the sum being offered. 

Earlier in the day, the Bike Pedestrian Committee 
chaired by Bob Teixeira gathered for a delayed kick-off 
meeting for the projects that will be funded by Complete 
Street grant monies. Attending the meeting were Kim 
Craig and Bill Mertz of World Tech, the consulting firm 
assisting the town in Complete Street matters. After a 
study (see 2015 Complete Street study available at www. 
mattapoiset.net / bike-path-study-committee) that in 
part identified safety upgrades associated with public 
roadways and other upgrades, a list of projects was 
developed. 

The committee discussed the installation of 
traffic calming radar signage along North Street and 
modifications to the intersection of the bike path at Brandt 
Island and Mattapoisett Neck Roads. They also discussed 
necessary documents for construction bidding, a process 
that World Tech would manage. 

The modifications at the intersection were 
discussed at length with World Tech, providing 
conceptual designs of traffic islands intended to alert 
cyclists on the pathway that an intersection is ahead. A 
granite raised structure with slanted edges and an interior 
space for plantings was preferred by the majority. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Study Committee will be posted. The next meeting of the 
Bike Pedestrian Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, 
June 16, at 2:30 pm.

Dear Editor, 

Iam a third-generation son on Mattapoisett, 
raised in the town from birth to adulthood. I was publicly 
educated in the town’s schools from kindergarten to 
graduation from ORR in 1988 with the same values: 
importance of education, civic engagement, and giving 
back to the community. My view of Mattapoisett was seen 
through the eyes of the good people of this town who 
went out of their way to improve, enhance, and bring 
greater value to Mattapoisett. These people were mostly 
volunteers, too, but it was their actions that inspired me to 
continue to be a very small part of our strong community, 
even though I live halfway across the world. 

It is true that many young adults leave town to 
explore the world beyond, for a variety of reasons. I, too, 
was one of those. Oftentimes, many who grew up here 
return in some way or another. In my capacity as an ORR 
alumnus, I have had the privilege of managing an alumni- 
sponsored scholarship fund since 2018 that provides 
a few clams to a graduating senior of ORR. Our class 
award, announced here in your publication, recognizes 
a student who has “demonstrated pride for the school 
community,” one who “leads from behind,” as way to 
“promote acceptance and inclusion.” 

Anathema to these values is one of the political 
ads that was recently published in a previous issue of The 
Wanderer. Professional journalist Brad Hathaway’s paid 
political advertisement implored residents to vote for 
candidate Jodi Lynn Bauer for Selectman because “SHE IS 
ONE OF US.” 

Since when is being a life-long resident of the 
town a singular qualification? Is there such a dearth of 
talent and experience among life-long residents that a son 
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or daughter of the town who has made his or her way 
back to the town in later years is not qualified to run for 
the Board of Selectmen? To exclude outside experience 
and the contributions of non-legacy residents is to exclude 
every townsperson who is not a life-long resident for 
election to this executive-level board. I should point out 
to the readers of this publication that they consider that 
Mr. Hathaway is excluding the majority of town residents, 
along with a preponderance of The Wanderer’s readership. 
Introducing this level of divisiveness for a town election 
was a proxy for the political division we have witnessed 
on a national level. We have all witnessed what happens 
when these exclusionary seeds are allowed to take root 
and Mr. Hathaway’s message is right here in our town’s 
publication for all to see, if anyone was still wondering 
that our community was somehow immune to it. 

I would like to ask the readers of The Wanderer 
and voters of Mattapoisett how is it that we promote 
these values in our schools and community, yet entertain 
or consider restricting access to those who wish to put 
those values into practice later on in life with service to 
our town? These two points are irreconcilable, much like 
opening up the bike path (once it opens) to motorists. For 
residents who are new to this community of whatever 
age or Station in life, and especially to our youngsters, Mr. 
Hathaway’s “townies-vs-gownies” ad is a scissor-cut to 
the unique fabric that has always made the Mattapoisett 
community “special.” It represents silly, old tropes that 
are both anachronistic and misanthropic. 

Contributing to the Mattapoisett community is 
not predicated on how much money you have, how old 
you are, if you work in town, or how long you have lived 
here. Inclusion and acceptance are values instilled in 
me by growing up here, and ones that I enthusiastically 
promote as a contributing alumnus of ORR. Those values 
must be reflected in anyone who sits on the Board of 
Selectmen. Otherwise, what we are promoting in our 
schools and churches in Mattapoisett are not actually 
reflected in town policy. Regardless of the results of the 
town election, I encourage our elected officials to reject 
this at once and will be watching this space to see their 
statements.

If Oxygen, which started principal photography 
in July 2020, isn’t the ultimate quarantine film, I don’t 
know what is. There are flashbacks, but most of the movie 
is a matter of one actress, Mélanie Laurent, alone inside a 
cryogenic pod with nobody to interact with except voices. 
Oxygen is an American-French co-production, and is 
showing on Netflix in a dubbed English version or in its 
original French with subtitles, and I heartily recommend 
the French — you get the benefit of Laurent’s legitimate 
emoting (in English, Cherami Leigh substitutes the voice, 
and is directed to sound somewhat whiny), as well as 
Mathieu Amalric as MILO, this film’s HAL, an implacable 
AI who frequently points out, with neither malice nor 
mercy, just how much air Laurent’s character has left. 

Laurent, as a woman named Elizabeth Hansen, 
wakes up in this cryogenic pod with no memory of how 
she got there, where she is, or where she’s headed, if 
anywhere. I say “a woman named Elizabeth Hansen” 
not because I don’t know what she does for a living but 
because we share Elizabeth’s disorientation. We learn her 
situation along with her, and Christie LeBlanc’s script, 

a one-time Black List entry, stays close to Elizabeth’s 
terror and rage to live. As directed by horror neo-maestro 
Alexandre Aja, who was originally only going to produce, 
Oxygen manages to change up its visuals and pace often 
enough so that its claustrophobic milieu doesn’t present 
as too tedious. Besides, when you have a futuristic pod 
that can be sweetened by CGI to jazz the eye, you’re 
already one up on something like Buried or Open Water. 

Also suggested: don’t scrutinize the script too 
closely from a scientific angle, as some have done to their 
chagrin; don’t focus too much on the measurements and 
numbers (twelve years, 42,735 miles, etc.). Oxygen works 
mainly on the emotional /experiential level, trapping us 
in close quarters and treating our thirst for information 
with a maddening slow drip of data, not all of which may 
actually be sound. This is now two basically-one-location 
films in a row for Aja, who last bedeviled us with the 
alligator-in-a-flooded-basement thriller Crawl in 2019. 


On i” egtieass Aja likes a challenge; even his first film 
to gain international notice, High Tension, runs on a huge 
twist that invalidates everything that went before it (...or 
does it?). Here he has a cramped space and essentially one 
face (Liz’s may-or-may-not-be husband, played by Malik 
Zidi, turns up on occasion), and we are invited to consider 
every line and pore in Laurent’s visage more closely than 
she might be comfortable with. 

It’s tasty, savory meat for an actor, and Laurent 
rips into it, by turns despairing, hopeful, mordant, 
credulous or skeptical. (The role was previously attached 
to Anne Hathaway and then Noomi Rapace, either of 
whom would have done brittle magic with it.) When a 
future book is written about sci-fi movies that run on a 
specific trope I’ll not mention here, Oxygen may sit near 
the top of the list due to Laurent, who finds the terrifying 
weirdness in it. The trope has been done (and even used 
as a twist) innumerable times, but Laurent’s prickly 
humanity sets it apart. Meanwhile, that great reptilian 
actor Mathieu Amalric, fresh from giving Riz Ahmed a 
hard time in Sound of Metal, keeps offering data without 
comfort, sounding at times like a bored functionary. 
“Would you like a sedative?” MILO keeps asking, like an 
insistent date-rapist, and Liz instinctively refuses. 

I enjoyed Oxygen while periodically feeling the 
pull and pinch of boredom, a perhaps unavoidable trap 
of such a confined narrative. I suspect, though, it works 
better viewed alongside its siblings in Aja’s portfolio, 
which is heavy on genre stuff, than viewed in and of 
itself. It’s artier than some of his others (Horns, the Hills 
Have Eyes remake, and so on) but still contains shards 
of wincing auto-violence: nobody’s around to violate 
Liz, other than a persistent syringe, so she has to mangle 
herself, yanking things out of her body and then painfully 
re-inserting them. Aja can sardonically spotlight the 
penetrative, eros/thanatos pain that powers so much 
horror with only a cast of one. I don’t think Aja needs to 
challenge himself again on this how-small-can-I-go? level. 
He’s done all anyone can. As it is, he probably wants his 
next film to unfold during Mardi Gras.

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The Marion Natural History Museum afterschool group had a wonderful time learning about “Amazing Arthropods” with 
entomologist Blake Dinius of Plymouth County Extension Service. Members of the group were able to handle a couple of beautiful 
Io moths, which as caterpillars feed on maple leaves. The adult moths emerge with no mouths and only live in this stage for one to 
two weeks. The group learned about the life history of fireflies and cockroaches, and the blue bottle fly “calliphora vomitoria” was 
particularly interesting for the students. They learned that some insects are very plant species specific, such as the red admiral 
butterfly that only feeds on thistle and the monarch butterfly that relies on milkweed, without which the larva would not be able 

to develop into a butterfly. Milkweeds are toxic plants, and many would-be predators recognize that monarchs are toxic. Although 
the viceroy butterfly is not toxic, it benefits by mimicking the coloration of the monarch. The students had a wonderful time 
outside netting for insects and ended up netting an arborvitae weevil, which is rare and had not previously been reported to the 
County Extension service.
